EQUIPMENT:  Gunda,  Bobby,  1948  Chevy,  In- 
ter-City Transit,  Prof.  Stern,  Dr.  Jacobs 
PROCEDURE:  Expose  this  compound  to  Uncle 
Sam  for  three  years.  Combine  it  with  Gunda  and 
return  it  to  New  Jersey  for  further  aging.
